
Town votes for change 

■ SIX NEW COUNCILLORS ELECTED - FOUR VOTED OUT

LYME Regis has voted 
emphatically for 
change with six new 
town councillors being 
elected and four kicked 
out. 

In what some senior 
councillors described as 
the “most dirty and under¬ 
hand election” for years, 
the new faces on the town 


council among the 14 suc¬ 
cessful candidates will be 
George Symonds, Anita 
Williams, Rikey Austin, 
Terry O’Grady, Mark 
Gage and Chris Clipson. 

Casualties included 
long-serving twins, Stan 
and Pete Williams, who 


between them have given 
over 60 years of service, 
former mayor and tourism 
chairman Ken Whetlor, a 
councillor for over 20 
years, and Ken Hitchcock. 

Newcomers Duncan Lay 
and Stuart Carver did not 
win a seat. 

The Lyme count at the 
district council offices in 
Dorchester was delayed 
after it was discovered the 
names of candidates on the 
ballot paper was different 
to those on the counting 
sheet. 

Rikey Austin was named 


on the ballot paper but was 
referred to as Tracey 
Howe, her married name, 
on the counting sheet, 
which had to be changed 
before the count could 
begin. 

Popular Lucy Campbell, 
the council’s youngest 
member, topped the poll 
with 827 votes, followed 
by the mayor, Michaela 
Ellis (806), and Daryl 
Turner (796). Ken Whetlor 
missed being elected by 
just three votes.

CONSERVATIVE candi¬ 
dates Daryl Turner and 
George Symonds have 
won the two Lyme Regis 
seats on West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

Sitting member Council¬ 
lor Turner, who changed

his allegiance from Liberal 
Democrat to the Tories 
during the last term, 
topped the poll with 716 
votes with his running 



partner George Symonds, 
owner of the Marine Pa¬ 
rade Amusements, also 
being elected with 654 
votes in his first foray into 
local politics. 

Independent Pat Hicks 
lost his seat, having polled 
578 votes, finishing ahead 
of Owen Lovell (506 
votes), who stood as an In¬ 
dependent. He lost his dis¬ 
trict council seat at the 
2007 election when he 
stood as a Conservative, 
but he lost out on the Tory 
nomination this year to Mr 
Symonds. 

Liberal Democrat Ann 
Sargent finished in fifth 
place with 504 votes.

A statement 
by Glenn Willis 

FOLLOWING last week's front page story in which 
comments were made on Facebook about the 
Mayor's involement in the organisation of the Royal 
Wedding celebrations at Lyme Regis Football Club, 
Glenn Willis has issued this statement: 

"I WOULD like to thank View from Lyme Regis for this oppor¬ 
tunity to put my personal comment forward. There are three 
simple points I would like to make: 

1) I am truly apologetic for the manner in which the reported 
comment may have offended people. I would like to offer a 
full apology to members of Lyme Regis Town Council, staff 
and board members at Lyme Regis Development Trust and 
staff at InSPARation Youth Cafe. 

I have attempted to offer a full apology and explanation to 
the Mayor. Unfortunately, she has refused to meet with me, 
as the Town Clerk has referred the matter to the council's so¬ 
licitors. I wish to make it clear that the opinion I did express 
was of a personal nature and not connected to my role as 
chair of InSPARation Youth Cafe. In no way do I wish to dam¬ 
age the recent positive partnership working that is making 
such a positive difference to local services for young people. 

2) I am unhappy with the general manner in which my com¬ 
ments, which were materially related to frustrations about 
access for disabled people, have been reported. I will continue 
to speak with View from Lyme Regis, who have been most sup¬ 
portive in this matter, to see if there is a positive way I can do 
this. 

3) I would like to clarify the context of the comment I did 
make. They were made out of personal frustration about 
events not being planned with the needs of disabled people 
in mind. It bears no relation, attachment or association to the 
political context of last week's article. In hindsight this type 
of comment on Facebook was of poor judgement. 

"Next time I seek to share my personal feelings about life as 
a disabled man in Lyme, I may just share them over a cup of 
tea rather than in cyber space."

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Seafront shops forced 
to close at short notice

TRADERS will not be 
compensated despite los¬ 
ing thousands of pounds 
worth of business when 
excavation work along 
Lyme Regis’ seafront 
forced them close. 

Gift shops and ice cream 
parlours were left with no 
option but to close when 
workman from Western 
Power Distribution began 
to dig up Marine Parade to 
provide a new electricity 
supply to Largigi House, 
the Marine Parade build¬ 
ing which has replaced the 
Bay Hotel annexe. 

Business owners say 
they lost up to £800 a day 
as tourists avoided the 
holes and barriers as work 
to supply a property along 
the seafront with electric¬ 
ity was carried out. 

Shopkeepers were left 
angry after Western Power 
Distribution failed to no¬ 
tify them until the last mo¬ 
ment of a start date for 
work to lay 100 metres of 
cable along Marine Pa¬ 
rade. 

A Western Power Distri¬ 
bution representative 
spoke to shopkeepers at 
the end of March and 
early April to inform them 
that the work was planned. 

They were given notifi¬ 
cation dated March 4th 
from Western Power but 
the letter did not arrive 
until a few days before 
work was due to com¬ 
mence.

said: “We had no letter 
then people complained 
and we had the letter on 
the Thursday last week 
and they said it would start 
on Tuesday. 

“We had to close all 
three shops on Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday 
last week. 

“The only reason we are 
open today is because we 
are taking deliveries be¬ 
cause it’s a waste of time 
as people are not walking 
past. 

“What plans could we 
put in place, we had to 
close. We have stuff out¬ 
side and we just couldn’t 
operate and so we have 
lost takings for four days 
and the weekend wasn’t 
brilliant because people 
were afraid to walk past 


the hole. 

“It’s a shame they didn’t 
do it earlier on in January 
or Lebruary or even 
March. Why do it in May? 

“We just want it to finish 
as soon as possible. We 
wouldn’t have shut, we 
would’ve kept on trading.” 

A spokesman from West¬ 
ern Power Distribution 
said: “We couldn’t send 
out a letter until we were 
sure of a start date because 
we had to get other organ¬ 
isations together and then 
send out a letter. We hold 
our hands up on that.” 

“I don’t know why the 
notice was not given out, I 
don’t understand why that 
didn’t arrive.” 

“We had someone ask 
for an electricity supply 
and under our licence we 


have to supply it. I know 
access can be a problem 
but if we had to close any 
part of a path it is usually 
because of safety reasons 
and although the access 
may have been disrupted 
for some time the work 
will be finished on time. 

They added: “Compen¬ 
sation is not an option. The 
terms of our licence states 
we have to do this work 
and we have no option, we 
have to do it. This is not a 
compensation situation 
here.” 

Town clerk Miker Lewis 
said he sympathised with 
the traders. 

He said: The town coun¬ 
cil was informed of the 
work as a matter of cour¬ 
tesy but we did not get the 
letter until last week.” 


Hub seeking YouTube

THE Lyme Regis Development Trust is urgently ap¬ 
pealing for young or experienced amateur film-mak¬ 
ers to help make a ‘top secret’ pop-style video to be 
screened around the world.

Agency are carrying out some tests by puting dye in the 
drains in the Langmoor Gardens and further up the River 
Lim.” 

It was all part of the efforts to trace where effluent is 
finding its way into the sea, resulting in an adverse effect 
on the quality of Lyme’s bathing waters. 

Lyme Regis Town Council have been asked to consider 
de-designation of the Church Beach as an official bathing 
beach because of the amount of effluent that flows into 


the River Lim and eventually ends up in the sea. 

Former chairman of the Tourism and Advertising sub¬ 
committee David Cozens told the council they had been 
warned that the Church Beach might never meet the cri- 
etria to be given a clean bill of health. 

If the beach was de-designated bathers could make up 
their own minds whether they swam in the sea off Church 
Beach. 

Several councillors expressed concern about de-desig- 
nating the beach and thought more effort should be put 
into getting the relevant agencies to find a solution to the 
problem. 


Councillor Daryl Turner, who at a previous meeting ex¬ 
pressed the view that the beach was still well used by 
local swimmers, a view not shared by Councillor Cozens, 
told the last full meeting of the council, that he had been 
keeping a photographic record which proved that it was 
“extremely well used”. 

“How many people were swimming from the beach?” 
asked Councillor Cozens. 

“If you look at the photos you will find out,” replied 
Councillor Turner. 

“I would if you had brought them along,” said Coun¬ 
cillor Cozens.

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Another chance to see 
'All Over the Town 7 film 


FILM buffs will have the chance to see the 1949 film 
“All Over the Town”, made in Lyme Regis, at the Regent 
Cinema on the morning on Tuesday, May 31st. 

With its outdoor scenes filmed in Lyme, this ‘gentle 
satire of provincial politics’ in a seaside town 
(Tormouth) beautifully evokes post-war 
Lyme Regis. Scenes and sights which 
today are familiar appear like old 
friends in slightly unexpected and 
nostalgic dress - instead of Tesco, 
for example, not even Wool- 
worths, but a garage for the re¬ 
pair of all those black-only 
Fords ... 

“All Over the Town’ stars 
Norman Wooland as Nat 
Hearn, returning to his re¬ 
porter’s job on the Tormouth 
Clarion after the war. When 
circumstances conspire to 
give Nat a share in the busi¬ 
ness and the editor’s chair, and 
being upset that the paper has 
been compromising its integrity 
to satisfy local businessmen, he 
radically alters its editorial policy. 

His stance brings him into conflict 
with local politicians and strains his ro¬ 
mance with Sally Thorpe, played by Sarah 
Churchill (pictured). Stanley Baker (Zulu) and 
Patrick MacNee (The Avengers TV series) make early 
appearances in the film. 

“All Over the Town” goes well beyond any cliche about 
the honest newsman standing up to a corrupt world. It 
deals with the discrimination faced by returning service¬ 
men and women, and with the tensions between tradition 
and change after the war; it examines the nature of the 
social and political order in a settled provincial commu¬ 
nity at a time when social upheaval is not only in the air 
but is embodied in the post-war Attlee government. A re¬ 


viewer concluded that “With a vein of dry wit running 
throughout, this is a very good picture that more people 
should be aware of.” 

That wasn’t possible in later years, for no usable print 
__ remained. However, the negative survived at the 
National Film and Television Archive, and 
in 2005 the Lyme Regis Film Society 
came to the rescue, paying for a new 
print to be made and also for permis¬ 
sion to show the film in Lyme 
Regis. The new print is kept 
safely in Lyme Regis Museum, 
along with contemporary 
posters and other related mate¬ 
rial. This print has been shown 
a couple of times at the Re¬ 
gent Cinema, the last occasion 
being around three years ago. 

With the kind support and 
cooperation of Scott Cinemas 
and David Johnson, the cinema 
manager, all proceeds from this 
showing will be shared equally 
between the Town Mill Trust and 
the Marine Parade Shelters Fund. 
The costs of hiring the cinema are 
being generously covered by two 
sponsors, one for each of the two bene¬ 
fiting funds, so every penny from admis¬ 
sions will go to the two causes. 

Tickets will be at normal cinema prices (Balcony: £6.50 
/ £5.00 concessions / £20 family; Stalls: £5.50 / £4.00 / 
£16.50). You can book in advance online (http://ly- 
meregis.scottcinemas.co.uk), by phone (0871-230-3200) 
or in person at the cinema; or you can buy your ticket on 
the day. Coffee and cake will be available at modest cost 
from 10.15 am, with an opportunity to look at the exhi¬ 
bition material kindly loaned by the museum.

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The town is looking for change 


Lyme Matters

T HE town has spo¬ 
ken - and in the 
most emphatic 
way. Six new council¬ 
lors in and four old 
ones out. 

Lyme’s electorate - 
numbering 2,980 in all, 
were given the chance 
for change and they 
have grabbed it in no 
uncertain manner with 
a turn-out of 53.5 per 
cent, the highest for 
many years. 

The election has pro¬ 
duced a much younger 
council for Lyme and 
many will see that as a 
good thing. 

We should be grateful 


that there were 20 pub¬ 
lic spirited people pre¬ 
pared to put 
themselves forward 
and it would be appro¬ 
priate to place on 
record the town’s 
thanks for those who 
have been voted off. 

The public may have 
kicked them into touch 
but Stan and Peter 
Williams and Ken 
Whetlor put in over 80 
years of public service 
between them. Such 
commitment is un¬ 
likely to happen again. 

The new councillors 
will quickly find that 
there are few bouquets 


in local government but 
many brickbats. It’s the 
nature of the beast. 

But they arrive at the 
Guildhall at the start of 
an extremely important 
time for Lyme Regis. 

The next two or three 
years will be dominated 
by the completion and 
management of the new- 


look shelters on the 
seafront. And there will 
certainly be controversy 
over the future running 
of car parking at Mon¬ 
mouth Beach with a 
large chunk of land pos¬ 
sibly returning to the 
management of the town 
council. 

The securing of car 


parking at Monmouth 
Beach could be a highly 
lucrative opportunity 
for the town council, but 
West Dorset District 
Council, if they lose that 
income, will certainly be 
looking to lessen their 
commitment to other fa¬ 
cilities they run in the 
town. 


These are just two of 
the issues that the new 
council will be grappling 
with as well as manag¬ 
ing a £13 million budget. 

Their first task will be 
to elect a new mayor to¬ 
morrow (Wednesday) 
evening and then ap¬ 
point chairmen for the 
various committees. 

The smart money is on 
Sally Holman being 
given a second term as 
mayor with a surprise 
candidate for the posi¬ 
tion of deputy mayor. 

It would seem that 
Sally is the only experi¬ 
enced councillor likely 
to win enough support 
to command sufficient 
votes for the First Citi¬ 
zenship. 

With backing from one 
or two of the more lib¬ 
eral (note the small 1) ex¬ 
isting councillors, it 
seems almost certain 
that the newcomers will 
represent the majority 
vote on the council and 
therefore will be keen to 
pursue their own 
agenda. 

And that will certainly 
mean that some of the 
chairmanships will go to 
the new members, a big 


challenge for them. 

There are only four of 
the old school left - out¬ 
going mayor Michaela 
Ellis, policy chairman 
Owen Lovell, former 
mayor Barbara Austin 
and Ann Bradbury. 

I expect newcomers 
Anita Williams (daugh¬ 
ter of Stan) and George 
Symonds to see which 
way the land lies be¬ 
fore throwing their lot 
in with any group, but 
the sparks may fly in 
the first few weeks of 
the new council whilst 
the inevitable jousting 
for the top jobs takes 
place. Strong chair¬ 
manship from whoever 
is mayor will be essen¬ 
tial. 

It will be fascinating 
to see who sits on the 
former aldermanic 
bench, in the past al¬ 
ways the domain of the 
longest serving coun¬ 
cillors. 

There were rumours 
this week that some of 
the new councillors 
were meeting to dis¬ 
cuss tactics, an under¬ 
standable move for 
newcomers but I hope 
this does not become a 


regular occurence. It 
rather blows their ar¬ 
gument that they were 
not standing as a group 
and all decision mak¬ 
ing should be transpar¬ 
ent and seen to be 
taken in public and not 
behind closed doors. 

The newcomers have 
been given a mandate 
from the electorate of 
Lyme and they have 
some interesting ideas 
on how the council 
should be run in the fu¬ 
ture. 

The most important 
factor now is that any 
anomosity that still ex¬ 
ists after the election 
campaign is put to one 
side and that the two 
factions come together 
for the wider interest 
of the town. 

Hopefully, they will 
come to respect each 
other’s opinions and be 
able to work together 
for all sections of the 
town and to get to grips 
with some of the prob¬ 
lems which came to the 
fore during the run-up 
to the election. 

Change there will in¬ 
evitably be. As I say, 
the town has spoken.

What surprised me was the number of 
young people (many of them teenage 
boys) who crowded into the Davey Fort to 
watch the wedding on TV. 

And whilst the celebrating went on late 
into the night, the occasion did not de¬ 
scend into a "massive booze-up", not quite 
the term used, as predicted to me by one of 


our election candidates when the town 
council decided to make the football club 
event the town's official celebration. 

One sour note. A number of people asked 
me whey there wasn't any bunting in Broad 
Street or even a Union Jack on the Guildhall 
to mark the occasion. 

I have no answer to that; perhaps the 
town council felt it unwise to commit any 
expenditiure to such a celebration during 
the current difficult financial climate. 

Hopefully, the town will look a litte more 
decorative for the Queen's Diamond Jubilee 
next year.

This week Tom joined instructor SIMON TODD for a Windsurfing taster session at the Official Test Centre 
at the Weymouth and Portland National Sailing Academy (WPNSA). 


D espite having 
grown up at the 
beach, and tackled 
the waves in everything 
from rubber dinghies to 
tractor tyre inner tubes, my 
experience with organised 
water sports is minimal. 

The closest I have come 
is attempting to surf whilst 
on holiday with a friend in 
France five years ago. 
After three days of trying 
to stand up I eventually 
gave in after the humiliat¬ 
ing experience of being 
towed into shore by a 
kayaker, having been 
washed out to sea. 

It was a situation I used 
all my swimming ability to 
try and avoid, as like most 
men I’d sooner be washed 
slowly out to sea than have 
to ask for help. 

Naturally then I ap¬ 
proached windsurfing with 
some trepidation. I love the 
idea of it, but surely it 
would take years of time, 
money and commitment to 
just become competent. 
What I could really gain 
from one morning at the 
WPNSA, other than a cold, 
I was unsure. 

It proved however to be a 
very user friendly and en¬ 
joyable experience and in 
just a few short hours I felt 
I had achieved something, 
and to top it off I spent 
considerably more time on 
the board than in the water. 

For most sports fans a 
chance to perform on the 
same playing field as their 
idols would be a priceless 
experience. How many 
snooker fans watching the 
world championships last 
week would have given 
their right arm to play a 
few frames at ‘The Cru¬ 
cible’? Although I 
wouldn’t recommend that 
as a form of payment as it 
could affect your game. 

So with the London 2012 
Olympic windsurfing 
course just minutes down 
the road it amazed me that 
there were only two of us 
booked in for a taster ses¬ 
sion on the morning in 
question. In a year from 
now people will be fight¬ 
ing just to get a glimpse of 
the water, fans are already 
waiting anxiously to see of 
their application for a 


ticket has been successful, 
and yet for less than the 
price of a ticket you can 
actually join the 
Olympians on the water 
any day of the year. 

Once I arrived I was 
pleased to know I 
wouldn’t be chucked 
straight into the water, I 
was given my wetsuit and 
life jacket and asked to 
meet my instructor at the 
water’s edge to learn the 
basic techniques on the 
simulator. 

The simulator was a 
great way of learning the 
ropes and an excellent 
place to start if you are 
feeling less than confident 
about entering the water. 

Having mastered the 
technique on the simulator 
I certainly felt confident 
when entering the water. I 
popped up onto the board 


and got the sail out of the 
water with no problem at 
all. A natural. I then tried 
to turn and went flying un¬ 
controllably into the early 
morning Portland waters. 
Suddenly I was glad of my 
wetsuit. 

A few more attempts 
though and I was starting 
to get the hang of it. Un¬ 
like surfing you aren’t re¬ 
liant on catching the wave 
and there is considerably 
less safety risk without the 
tides to contend with and 
so you can get to grips 
with the technique in your 
own time. 

I had soon overcome my 
shaky sea legs and was 
then focusing on gaining 
speed and making turns. I 
did, of course, fall in a few 
more times than the young 
British Olympic hopefuls 
who were training along¬ 


side me but my water 
breaks did become fewer 
and further between as the 
time passed. 

Once you are up on your 
feet and feeling comfort¬ 
able you can then enjoy 
the perfect setting around 
you and it becomes clear 
why Portland was the ob¬ 
vious choice for the Lon¬ 
don 2012 Olympic 
organisers. 

If you are visiting the 
area on holiday then I 
would implore you to take 
the opportunity to test out 
the Olympic waters. If like 
me you have lived with 
the venue on your 
doorstep for years and 
never tried it then I would 
advise you the same. You 
might just see the Jurassic 
Coast from a whole new 
inspiring and breath-tak¬ 
ing angle.

pany, offering a range of super soft or¬ 
ganic t-shirts featuring images of some of 
Lyme Bay’s most memorable marine life. 

But these are not just any old images - 
they have been produced using the ancient 
Japanese art of “Gyotaku”, or fish rub¬ 
bing. Tony and Stephanie came across the 
process during their travels and were so 
impressed with the results that they were 
determined to replicate it back home here 
in Lyme Regis. 

“The challenge was that we are business 
people and not artists, so we needed a tal¬ 
ented partner to help us bring the idea to 
life,” said Tony. 

The result is a collaboration with Chris¬ 
tine, who has become fascinated by Goy- 
taku. “It’s a slow and intricate process, but 
the results are wonderful,” she said. 

Using freshly caught fish and shellfish 
from Lyme Bay, she brushes each fish 
with colour, overlays the fish with fabric 
and then carefully rubs it with her finger¬ 
tips to create mysterious and uniquely re¬ 
alistic images, which are then transferred 
on to the t-shirts. 

The Real Fish Rubbing Company is ini¬ 
tially offering four designs - John Dory, 
Crab, Plaice and Bass - which can be seen 
and ordered through the website www.the- 
realfishrubbingco.com or purchased di¬ 
rectly from Ecologically Yours on Broad 
Street in Lyme Regis..

L YME REGIS Gig Club travelled 
out to The Isles of Scilly to com¬ 
pete in the 22 nd Pilot Gig Champi¬ 
onships over the May Bank Holiday, 
racing against 130 boats representing 
south west seafaring towns and villages. 

The event brings together teams from 
the semi-professional to the amateur, from 
the young, muscular and fit to the rather 
older and less streamlined to battle 
through the, often rough, waters off Eng¬ 
land’s rocky western coast for the most 
highly prized gig trophies. 

The evening of Friday, April 29th saw 
the first Veterans’ Races, for those over 
40, staged over the 1.59 nautical miles of 
squally sea from St Agnes to St Mary’s 
Quay. First away were the 52 gigs com¬ 
prising ladies crews and Lyme Regis Gig 
Club had two teams in the starting line up. 
After a hard fought race the A team in 
Black Ven came in 45th and the B Crew a 
close 47 th . 

Competing next were the Men’s Veter¬ 
ans who raced with 64 boats over the 
same course, with Lyme represented by 
three crews. The Lyme Regis Veterans 
Men’s A team achieved an impressive 15 th 
with the B team 24 th and the C team bring¬ 
ing up the rear in 65 th place. 

The main events at the championships 
were the four gruelling races held over the 
Saturday and Sunday in steadily deterio¬ 
rating weather, under a grey sky and in 
choppy seas. 

Ladies and later the men followed each 
other to row out to the starter’s line for 
their first races, both of which saw 124 
gigs competing over the St Agnes to St 
Mary’s course in a rolling swell and high

winds. On crossing the finishing line of 
the first race the competitors were then 
sub divided by their placing into divisions 
of around 12 evenly matched gigs. 

Each division then competed in three 
following shorter races held over the 1.16 
nautical miles from Nut Rock to St Mary 
Quay. The winning two gigs in each of the 
first two short events went up to the next 
level and the last two dropped down and 
the championship prizes were awarded 
following the final races. 

The ladies were first to row out to the 
start line with Lyme Gig Club’s A Team 
racing Black Ven and the B Team in 
Rebel. The championship competition 
was fierce not least between the competi¬ 
tive Lyme teams who after the flag 
dropped fought it out between themselves 
and the rest. After the long race the two 
Lyme ladies teams were both in Division 
F where they continued to battle it out, 
with the B Team being ahead in one race, 
but the duel being finished off in fine style 
by the A’s who won the final race, which 
saw them on the podium taking the divi¬ 
sional prize. 

The ladies event saw 124 gigs compet¬ 
ing with Lyme A Team coming in 61 st and 
the B Crew 67 th , 45 places up from their 
2010 placing. 

The men’s event was also closely con¬ 
tested with Lyme’s A Team in Black Ven 
being ceded in Division D and finishing a 
fine 42 nd up 23 places from the previous 
year and the town’s B Team finishing 91 st .

Championships were the brilliant teams 
from Falmouth who carried off both the 
ladies and men’s winners trophies. 

Each year the Isles of Scilly stage a re¬ 
markable championship that sees hundreds 
of people pitching their skill, courage and 
determination at sea with long oars and in 
beautiful traditional pilot gigs to be part of 
a team, to do their best and see how good 
they can be.

History of the Oakroom 


The Monmouth Rebellion 

The Duke of Monmouth 
landed at Lyme Regis on the 
11th June 1685 to challenge 
King James' claim to the 
throne, following the death of 
Charles II. He assembled an 
army in excess of 3000 men 
and marched to Sedgemoor in 
Somerset. 

He was defeated by the 
King's army in less than a 
month. Around 1300 were 
taken prisoner. Five Judges 
came to Dorchester with the 
infamous Judge Jeffreys, 
whose reputation was that of 
the'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685, 312 
cases were heard in the Oak- 
room at the rear of the Ante¬ 
lope Hotel; of these 292 were 
sentenced to death. Only 74 
were executed, with 175 trans¬ 
ported, 9 were fined or 
whipped and 54 were dis¬ 
charged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his 
eye on promotion - was later 


made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and 
William of Orange landed in 
Torbay, Jeffreys was captures 
and imprisoned in the Tower 
of London. He died in 1689 
while awaiting trial, probably 
of natural causes. Rumours at 
the time said he has been poi¬ 
soned while in the Tower and 
that his body had been re¬ 
turned to Dorchester and 
walled up in the Courtroom - 
now the Oakroom. 

This 17th Century Oak pan¬ 
elled room has been carefully 
restored to maintain its char¬ 
acter and original features. 

Today it is called The Oak¬ 
room and is a delightful tea¬ 
room, with a peaceful, tranquil 
atmosphere, replicating the 
style and service of a Lyons 
Corner House. 

The Oakroom of today 
serves a variety of light 
meals throughout the day, 
lunches and of course, 
Dorset Clotted Cream Teas.

Spotlight on Eliza Earthy 


ELIZA Carthy is undoubtedly one of the most impressive and engaging 
performers of her generation. Twice nominated for the Mercury Prize and 
winner of innumerable other accolades over a 15 year career, Eliza has 
performed and recorded with a diverse array of artists including, Paul Weller, 
Rufus & Martha Wainwright, Nick Cave, Patrick Wolf and Bob Neuwirth. 

More than most, Eliza Carthy has revitalised folk music and captured the most 
hardened of dissenters with intelligent, charismatic and boundary-crossing per¬ 
formance. 

Eliza grew up immersed in the world of traditional music. She still divides her 
time between touring and recording with her legendary parents, Martin Carthy 
and Norma Waterson, as well as engaging in numerous pioneering solo and 
band projects, including work with Pere Ubu and Melanie Challenger, an artist 
in residence in Antarctica. 

Her new album Neptune was released on Monday. Recorded at Castle Studios, 
Edinburgh and co-produced by Dave Wah and Eliza Carthy, Neptune is the solo 
follow up to 2008's Dreams of Breathing Underwater and the first record to be 
released through her own label, HemHem Records. 

Last year's album Gift (a collaboration with her mother Norma Waterson), re¬ 
ceived widespread critical acclaim and picked up'Best Album'and'BestTradi¬ 
tional Track'accolades at the BBC Radio 2 Folk Awards. Having recently toured 
with folk collective The Imagined Village, Carthy embarks on shows with her 
own band this week - she plays Bridport Arts Centre on Friday. 

"This album is a step on from the'Ben-Hur-style, everything with extra horse, 
seven years to make approach'we had to the last one,"explains Eliza. 

"Me and my lovely, talented and stylish band in a room playing together, like 
the Romans did, in a couple of weeks. Ah, the good old days." 

"Neptune relates to an astrological reading I had done by a friend of the fam¬ 
ily," recalls Eliza. 

"The material on the album is ordered chronologically and is about the last 
ten years of my life. It's a story about ending relationships and beginning new 
ones with their own imperfections, and is about the thought that nothing is 
perfect, even when written in the stars. I'm still an old romantic though and par¬ 
tial to odd quotes from old television programmes." 

Displaying Carthy's trademark eclectic flair and lush vocals, Neptune is brim¬ 
ming with poignant observations on British life. 

"'Britain Is A Car Park' is a song that imagines a near and possible future where 
we from our tiny island have all moved to Spain, and left our cars behind to be 
looked after by people who can't afford to move to Spain... then we all enjoy 
the unique local food, with chips, naturally." 

So the new album's out this week. What can people expect from it? 

Me and my band being lovely. We hope. Poetry and humour out of dark 
times. 

How different is it working on a solo album than it is to 
collaborating with, say, your mum and dad? 

It's nice being able to make an album and go out looking like this. 

Did you ever feel any pressure to live up to your parents' reputation 
when you decided to make a career out of music? 

Absolutely. I try to be a bit nicer to myself these days though. You can only do 
your best. 

You're at the start of a new tour. What've you got planned for it? 

Any surprises? 

The new material is fun to play, so just that. We've been working on the 
strings, the fiddle, bass and cello. It's rather beautiful.

AFTER a disappointing season 
by Bob Buckler's standards, the 
new national hunt year has 
seen a huge improvement in 
fortune for the Henley yard.

"It was almost effortless and 
he jumped really well against a 
better class of runners," said 
Buckler who confirmed he may 
next go in a handicap chase on 
the same course on May 20th 
providing the handicapper is 
not too harsh on him following 
his win. 

Cullahill also had an easy vic¬ 
tory at Wincanton last Thursday 
in the three horse Holbrook 


House Restaurant & Spa Handi¬ 
cap Chase over the same dis¬ 
tance at Wincanton last 
Thursday despite ripping off a 
front shoe. 

This made the nine-year-old 
jump badly to the right particu¬ 
larly over a lot of the fences, 
particularly over the last three 
resulting in an unfortunate 
coming together with Cashel 
Blue with whom he was vying 
for the lead, who lost all his mo¬ 
mentum. 

Cullahill kept going however 
to win by 16 lengths and incur 
a 131b penalty from the handi¬ 
capper. 

"It was most unfortunate, but 


I think he had the better of the 
other horse by then and would 
have won regardless. 

Having ripped the shoe off, he 
would have been trying to pro¬ 
tect his foot as he landed and 
resulted in him jumping to the 
right." 

Incredibly Mister Matt also 
ripped off a front shoe in the 
Jared Young Memorial Handi¬ 
cap Chaseover 2Vi miles at 
Plumpton on Sunday which 
may have been the reason for a 
very poor show of jumping, and 
whilst he finished third 516 
lengths behind Colin Tizzard's 
Health Is Wealth, he would 
surely have been closer, if not 


won the race had he been 
sound. 

Buckler said: "He jumped ap¬ 
pallingly, and we don't know 
why. He came home with a cut 
on the heel of the front leg with 
the ripped shoe which indicates 
it was probably self-inflicted by 
his rear leg striking it. 

"He's a quite capable jumper, 
but the winner is an improving 
horse so whether he would 
have won the race is debatable, 
but he would have certainly 
been a lot closer." 

Most horses have now been 
turned out for the summer, but 
next week Buckler gives his 
thoughts on last season.
